U.S. Sets Off Huge Nevada Blast, Delays Pacific Shot 


CAMP MERCURY. Nev. P — 
A mighty underground blast— 
most powerful set off in the 
1 nited States and the first an­ 
nounced use here of an H-bomb 
type device— shattered the des. 
ert calm today. 
It was expected to kick up a 


towering column of dirt and 
dust, leaving a crater a third 
of a mile vide and 300 feet 
deep, but as the test site was 
closed to unofficial observers 
there was no immediate word 
on how it appeared.

above Johnston Island. No ex­ 
planation was given t 
The 100-kilaton device in 
Nevada packed the wallop of 
100.000 tons of TNT. 


The previous most powerful 
shot 
here was 74 3 kilotons 
fired from a balloon in 1957. 
Today's shot was fired 650 feet 
under the surface of nearby 
Yucca Flat at the nuclear test 
site 65 miles 
north of Las 
Vegas. 


Its purpose was to explore 
the possibilities of nuclear en­ 
ergy for large scale earth mov* 
I ing for peaceful purposes such 
as dams and canals. All previ­ 
ous tests here have been for 
weapons development. 
The explosion marked the 


first time the Atomic Energy 
Commission has disclosed the 
nuclear composition of a shot 
here.

The shot also was the first 


to be announced in advance 
since testing resumed. 
Tomorrow, aerial testing is 
set to resume with the detona­ 
tion of a low power device just 
a few feet above ground. It 
will be the first above-grounder 
since Oct. 30, 1958.

ALGIERS — Shooting broke 
out again in Oran today and 
panic swept the European sec­ 
tion. Authorities p r o m p t l y 
clamped on a curfew to pre­ 
vent, a renewal of yesterday’s 
Moslem - European 
bloodbath 
which cast a nail in indepen­ 
dence festivities of this infant 
nation. 
A new estimate placed the 
toll in yesterday's conflict at 
more than 100 dead. 
There were no immediate re­ 
ports of casualties in today’s 
shooting.

Europeans living in 
the building resented it and a 
brawl broke out which spread 
like wildfire, according to this 
version.

DEATH AT 64 
Writer Faulkner 
Dies Of Seizure 


OXFORD, Miss. (UPD - - Au­ 
thor William Faulkner, one of 
America's great 
literary tal­ 
ents of the 20th Century, died 
of a heart attack today in this 
little Mississippi town he made 
famous in a scries of novels 
spanning three decades. 


The 64-year-old Nobel prize- 
winning author passed away at 
2 a.m. with his wife. FNtelle, 
at 
his bedside 
in their col­ 
umned colonial mansion. 


Faulkner's 
death 
followed 
by .just a little more than a 
year the passing of another 
America's great writers — F i ­ 
nest Hemingway. Hemingway 
died in Idaho July 2, 1961. 
The Rourbon-sipping Faulk­ 
ner, who never varied from the 
role of the Southern gentle­ 
man. fell from a horse in the 
woods 
near his 
home 
here 
about three weeks ago and had 
been in poor health since. 


But his s u d d e n d e a t h 
shocked the world of arts and 
letters. 
Bennett Corf, who h e a d s 
Random H o u s e , F’aulkner’s 
publisher, said he saw F’aulk- 
ner only a couple of weeks ago 
and 
"he 
was bursting with 
health and happier than he 
had seemed to be in many 
years.” 
British novelist Sir Charles 
Snow, or C. P. Snow, also ex­ 
pressed his sorrow,

writers of our time, difficult, 
but very American, very much 
in the great American line. 
"Mr. 
F'aulkner

Roger DeGueldre, 37, bemedalled 
ex-lieutenant of the Foreign Legion, was executed be­ 
fore dawn today by a firing squad at Fort d Vvry outside 
of Paris for his role in the Secret Army Organization 
terror campaign aimed at keeping Algeria French. 
Rut one of his attorneys charged that the execution 
was bungled and DeGueldre died in “ agony." 
Attorney Tixier Yignancour, who attended the ex­ 
ecution. said DeGueldre was only wounded by the volley 
from the firing squad and that he only died 11 minutes 
later after three "coup de grace" bullets had been fired 
into his body. 
Yignancour said that DeGueldre, who went to his 
clnat h in his paratroop uniform and jaunty beret, refused 
the blindfold and shouted “ vive La France" when the 
32-man firing squad raised its guns. Holding a French 
flag to his breast be began to sing the Marseillaise but 
managed only a few words before the volley rang out 
and he fell to the ground, Yignancour said.

Drug Administration Charges 
Book Created To Peddle Pills 


WASHINGTON (UPl) 
The 
Food and Drug Administration 
charged today that the best­ 
selling health book “ Calories 
Don’t count.” was deliberately 
created to peddle worthless 
pills. 
“ Unfortunately, calories do 
f o u n t , ” FDA commissioner 
George P. Larrick said. 
He issued a sharply worded 
statement blasting the book 
and its author. 
Dr. Herman 
Taller, its publisher, and Cove 
Vitamin 
and 
Pharmaceutical 
Inc., makers of a capsule called 
CDO (Calories Don’t Count). 
Larrick said the book, ghost­ 
written by a free-lance sports 
writer, was “ full of false ideas,” 
and that one of its “ main pur­ 
poses was to promote the sale 
of a commercial product 
in 
which Dr. Taller had a financial 
interest.” 
The FDA said that Taller, 
two executives of the publish­ 
ing firm, Cove Vitamin and of­ 
ficials of a large land develop­ 
ment firm had a financial in­ 
terest in the subsidiary corpor­ 
ation that, was set up just to 
push the pills. 
The theme of the book, a 
best seller for about 
eight 
months, is that overweight per­ 
sons can eat as much as they 
please, regardless of calories, 
as long as they include plenty 
of unsaturated fats such as saf- 
flovver oil in their diet 
The 
FDA, 
after seizing a 
batch of the ODC pills and cop­ 
ies of the book, la>t January 
issued an order against the cap- 
sules which Cove contested. 
Before hearings on the mat­ 
ter were finished, however, 
Cove withdrew its action, stop­ 
ped selling the pills and began 
recalling them from the mar­ 
ket. 
Ed Bobley. president of the 
Glen Cove, N.Y., firm, issued 
a statement today blaming Si­ 
mon and Schuster Inc., the 
book’s publisher, for the whole 
thing. 


Simon and Schuster issued a 
long statement bitterly attack­ 
ing the FDA for issuing, “with­ 
out a scintilla of justification, a 
statement carefully conceived 
to give the false and misleading 
impression that we published a 
book for the purpose of pro­ 
moting a food product.” 
The 
U.S. attorney in New 
York City has filed a motion 
for contempt of court against 
Taller for refusing to answer 
more than 50 questions about 
his financial relationship “ with 
Cove’s CDC capsule promo­ 
tion,” the IDA said. 


It said that a federal district 
judge in New York had issued 
a default decree in the CDC 
case ruling that the capsules 
“are misbranded by false and 
misleading 
health 
and 
diet 
claims in the book." 


Larrick, in his 
statement, 
said that the theory that a per­ 
son can disregard calories and 
lose weight by consuming saf- 
flower oil is false. 


Cove, the FDA said, claimed 
the pills would not only help 
a person lose weight, but they 
would help lower the cholester­ 
ol level of the blood, treat ar­ 
teriosclerosis and 
heartburn, 
improve the complexion, in­ 
crease resistance to colds and 
increase sexual drive. 


Taller, Larrick said, prepar­ 


ed a draft of the book but Si­ 
mon and Schuster “ ordered it 
revised in more of a mail order 
inspirational technique— it was 
too scientific sounding.” 
So. he said, the manuscript 
was completely rewritten and 
its catchy title devised by Rog­ 
er Kahn, a free lance sports 
writer. 
Then, he said, 
the 
manu­ 
script “went to the office of 
General Development Corp.,” 
a firm largely concerned with 
land development, “apparently 
for the purpose of inserting 
references to Cove as a source 
of safflower oil capsules. 
“ Cove 
then 
established 
a 
dosed corporation, CDC Corp., 
to produce the capsules for 
which the book would create a 
demand.”

2 Ex-Agriculture Employees 
Admit Receiving Estes Money 


WASHINGTON (UPD — Two 
former 
Agriculture 
Depart-1 
ment field service employees 
confessed today that earlier 
sworn statements were false 
and that they received $1,- 
640.80 from the Billie Sol Estes 
Enterprises. 
Louis N. Dumas, until re­ 
cently office manager for the 
McIntosh County (Okla.) Agri­ 
cultural Stablization and Con­ 
servation Committee, and Ar- i 
thur D. Stone, the office per­ 
formance supervisor, acknowl­ 
edged this publicly before the I 
Senate investigations subcom­ 
mittee. 
Their testimony w as in di- j 
rect conflict with their prior 
sworn statements portions of 
which had been read to the 
subcommittee. The pair, both 
career men with the depart­ 
m ent’s field service who have 
served since the 1930s, said 
they have resigned. 


Dumas and Stone admitted 
receiving 
money 
after 
the 
transaction had been outlined 
by Alphonse Calabrese, invest­ 
igator for the subcommittee, 
and Parnell Biggerstaff, a one­ 
time Estes employee. 
Dumas testified today he had 
received the money and that 
he “gave one half of it to 
Stone.” 
Stone 
acknowledged 
he had received the payment. 
According to Biggerstaff, the 
two Oklahomans were paid the 
money for helping with data to 
guide him to farmers who were 


interested in transferring their 
cotton allotments. 
Dumas said he thought it 
was permissible to give out the 
information to the public. 
Biggerstaff. a stout, florid­ 
faced man with a roundish face 
and close cropped hair, told in 
Texas vernacular of his deal­ 
ings with Dumas and Stone. He 
said he arrived in Oklahoma 
early January, 1961, to per­ 
suade farmers to buy Texas 
cotton land from Estes, trans­ 
fer to it their cotton ?*»ctments 
from lands seized by govern- 


ment action, and then contract 
to lease the land to Estes. 
The dealings with the two 
ASC county officials, he said, 
were culminated when he walk­ 
ed into their office and deliv­ 
ered the envelope with the 
money in it. 


He said he delivered the en­ 
velope to the two men at their 
Eufaula. Okla.. office. He said 
he had not counted the con­ 
tents but knew there was mon­ 
ey in the envelopes.

Immediate Action Needed 
On Civic Center Overpass 


Great plans are being made for the 
opening of Marin s new Civic Center 
this Fall. County department h e a d s 
have been stewing for months about the 
furniture needed, where it will go, and 
how the new offices will work in the 
new surroundings. 


Great plans are being made for the 
dedication, with hopes still high (but 
waning) that President Kennedy will be 
here for the ceremonies. 


But one thing is bothering some of 
the workers, the County Grand Jury, 
the Board of Supervisors and now us: 


How are people going to get there if 
they have no cars0 


The obvious answer is by bus. 


But then the question is. How does a 
bus passenger get from one side of 
Highway 101 to the other? 


Even in its early talking stages, it had 
been planned to have a pedestrian over­ 
head across the h i g h w a y north of 
Puerto Suello Hill, at the ends of which 
the bus company could put stops. This 


would mean but a short walk from the 
bus to the Civic Center. 
But apparently, the Division of High­ 
ways in its wisdom is making no plans 
for immediately constructing such an 
overcrossing. Certainly, they say, it is 
in our long range program, but not 
right away. 
Well, what about the people who will 
need to use it right away, as soon as the 
Civic Center is opened? People going 
to work there? P e o p l e going to the 
county library or the dozen or so other 
county offices and facilities which will 
be there? 
The County Grand Jury passed a res­ 
olution early last month and the Board 
of Supervisors passed one later in the 
month requesting that the pedestrian 
overpass “be given special attention and 
action as quickly as possible.” 
We join in such a request. It is neces­ 
sary for the convenience and the safety 
of the people of Marin County. We hope 
the Department of Public Works and 
the Division of Highways give it imme­ 
diate attention.

The post card today has be­ 
come America's most wide­ 
spread art form. It outranks 
even the popularity of the 
credit card. 
In some, the mere sight of 
a post card brings out the 
mute, inglorious Milton, the 
hidden 
Shakespeare. 
Their 
hands begin to shake when 
they see one. They are post 
card addicts. 
They never really get to 
drink in the 
splendors of 


their travels. They are too 
busy writing from 20 to 30 
post cards a day back home. 
They never come back with 
a tan from a trip to Florida 
or a Caribbean cruise — but 
they do have a fine case of 
w riter’s cramp. 


Post cards generally fall 
into four classes—the lyrical, 
the obligatory, the humorous 
and the practical.

It is not 
possible to ask what a Cath­ 
olic or Jew or Protestant or 
Buddhist might, cavil at with 
the intent to examine him up­ 
on the grounds of his belief. 
Religion was not outlawed 
by the F i r s t Amendment

The Supreme 
Court has affirmed the sacred 
character of religion in deny­ 
ing to anyone the authority 
to prescribe or proscribe any 
form of worship. 
There is no authority of a

their outward forms and may 
encourage a belief on the part 
of those who look on being 
self-evident in what they will 
accept. Compromise is, how­ 
ever, foreign to conscience 
and that which appears al- 
most-the-same to an onlooker 
can be entirely unacceptable 
to one for whom precise ad­ 
herence to doctrine is a mat­ 
ter of salvation. 
There are many things we 
cannot explain to ourselves 
and a world more of what we 
cannot explain to others and 
the devout man can be most 
deeply grateful that in this 
country he need not attempt 
to explain the mysteries of 
his devotion.

(or, it is believed, in the Unit­ 
ed States) to be financed, op­ 
erated and staffed as an inte­ 
gral part of the public school 
system. The county superin­ 
tendent of schools is to be 
complimented for initiating 
the move, and the county 
board of supervisors for giv­ 
ing it the necessary financial 
boost. 
The kindergarten will give 
our mentally 
retarded the 
early expert training already 
given 
t h e 
orthopedically 
handicapped and deaf. 
Starting at age 3, they are 
much better prepared to prof­ 
it by later training than if 
they wait until the regular 
school entrance age of 6. Nat­ 
urally 
this 
increases 
their 
chances of making their own 
way as adults, a goal prized 
because it's easier on the tax­ 
payer and because productive 
people are happy people. 
We in Marin Aid to Retard­ 
ed Children are pleased that 
the nursery school we started 
in 1955 has helped so many. 
Now that the county is taking 
over from us and expanding 
the whole program, we are 
most grateful that all the 
children who need it can get 
this help, free, as is their 
right.

If so, we shall in the not 
too distant future be negotiat­ 
ing for a low tariff trading 
area comprising in various ar­ 
rangements the non-Commu- 
nist world. 


IT IS PROBABLE that this 
creative 
movement 
in 
the 
W estern world will acquire a 
momentum which will soon 
carry the trans-Atlantic part­ 
nership to a critical problem 
which will have to be solved 
in the near future. 


The expanding world econ­ 
omy must have a more stable 
and a more adequate world 
currency. In order to do aw’ay 
with the chronic exchange 
troubles which now plague 
sterling and the dollar, there 
w ill have to be some kind of 
international reserve system 
which does for the world 
economy what our own Fed­ 
eral Reserve System does for 
our own national economy. 


IT HAS BECOME increas­ 
ingly evident that the gold 
withdrawals and the so-called 
vulnerability of the dollar are 
an international p r o b l e m 
which could not be solved, 
even 
theoretically, 
by 
the 
United States alone. 
This is not a new discov­ 


ery. It was foreseen by finan­ 
cial experts during the war, 
and it has been discussed ac­ 
tively here and abroad since 
the first serious gold crisis at 
the end of 1958. M. Monnet 
and his colleagues have been 
at work on it for a long time, 
and there is already in exist­ 
ence highly effective common 
action by the central banks to 
regulate gold movements. 
There is also discussion In 
Europe and in Washington 
which looks forward to the 
pooling of the monetary re­ 
serves of the Common Mar­ 
ket and from there on to an 
arrangement with the United 
States. 
We should begin now to 
prepare our minds for the ef­ 
fort of solving the interna­ 
tional 
monetary 
problem. 
While the skilled cooperation 
of the central bankers is 
dampening dow’n speculative 
attacks 
against 
the 
dollar, 
there is no use hiding it from 
ourselves that in the financial 
m arkets of the world the dol­ 
lar is regarded as vulnerable. 
As the gold stock has been 
drawn down, while the liquid 
claims have increased, the 
time 
has 
come 
when 
the 
claims to our gold are bigger 
than the supply of gold. 
This does not mean, of 
course, 
that the 
U n i t e d 
States became insolvent un­ 
der Eisenhower in 1958! Far 
from 
it. 
Our 
investments 
abroad are much larger than 
our liabilities. But our assets 
are long term and they are 
not 
convertible 
into 
gold 
whereas our liabilities are 
short term, are “hot money," 
and are freely convertible in­ 
to gold. 
The dollar is vulnerable 
because w’e are attempting to 
operate unilterally a gold ex­ 
change standard for the whole 
non-Communist 
world. 
The 
time has come to share the 
burden by agreeing on a mul­ 
ti-lateral gold standard.

Potrero Hill Tunnel Will Be Probed

Plans were announced today 
for entering San Francisco's 
burned Potrero tunnel as San 
Rafael’s similarly burned Puer­ 
to Suello tunnel might have 
been entered last year—but 
wasn’t. 
The difference, it appears, 
lies in an opposite viewpoint 
on the part of the two rail­ 
roads concerned.

I have a particularly interesting dream. 
1 see in this dream an hour long tele­

past, present and future of the fish and 
game possibilities and probabilities, at 
the Saturday get-together at the Marin 
Rod and Gun Club clubhouse. 
If it w ere possible to cocn- 
prewt into a one hour’s session 
w het transpired at that m eet­ 
ing of m inds (and I think it 
could be done), 100 tim es as 
m any people could see and 
hear and learn. 


But when the program is 
about over, I hear a voice from 
the past speaking. The voice 
belongs to the late President 
W oodrow W ilson, and the m es­ 
sage is, “I marvel at the ability 
of the average man to resist in­ 
struction!”

ger of the sm all group of “long- 
hairs,” the so-called United Hu­ 
mane Front—sm all num erical­ 
ly, but large in energy—put­

HUNTING, due to the resist­ 
ance to instruction evidenced 
by the sportsmen. 
W allace Macgregor finished 
his dynam ic talk bv warning: 
"Before there is any real prog­ 
ress toward increasing anter- 
less hunts (and realistic game 
m anagem ent) of our deer herds 
in California, those who favor 
it w ill have to take a more ac­ 
tive and vocal role.” 
FOR MANY years, every per­ 
son even rem otely associated 
with gam e m anagem ent has 
stated 
definitely 
that 
deer, 
like crops, m ust be controlled 
*—must be kept in balance, as 
ft were, 
with the 
available 
browse. 
A RANCHER who atiem pted 
to run 1.000 head of cattle on 
an area that would only support 
500 head would be considered 


a fool if he didn’t reduce his 
herd to 500. A v ise stockraiser 
would pay no attention to his 
soft-hearted w ife or children 
who resented the “slaughter” 
of innocent cattle. He would, 
perhaps, point out that it is 
much more humane to allow' 
500 head to be killed instead 
of allowing 1,000 to starve to 
death. 


Is that a far-fetched simile? 
Not if you consider what hap­ 
pened in the Kaibab forest on 
the north rim of the Grand 
Canyon. Governm ent predator 
control was followed by an in­ 
crease of the mule deer popu­ 
lation from 4,000 to 100.000 in 
14 years. Consumption of all 
browse within reach was fol­ 
lowed, in two years, by a 60 
per cent reduction of the herd 
through starvation. Some1 60,- 
000 died a lingering death. 


I T S O N L Y a dream, but if 
such a television program (call 
it drama, if you will) should be 
shown, perhaps the people as 
a whole— instead of only the 
10 per cent who hunt— would 
make its voice heard. Might 
even send the misguided m em ­ 
bers of the United Humane 
Front back to their rocking 
chairs and their knitting. 
Perhaps a scries of three 
television programs of 
half- 
hour duration would make it 
possible to bring ou1 the pleas­ 
ure of the hunt or the fishing 
as well as the problems faring 
the California W ildlife Federa­ 
tion. and result in a general ac­ 
ceptance instead of resistance 
of instruction. What do you 
think?

Couneilmen finally agreed to 
rewrite the ordinance so it of­ 
fers residents the privilege of 
“ connecting” 
to 
the 
system 
rather than using it. 


As rewritten, the ordinance 
would 
require a $125 
sewer 
connection fee from all those 
who in the future connect to 
the city sewer system. An addi­ 
tional fee of $30 for each apart­ 
ment in one building or $15 for 
each fixture in commercial es­ 
tablishments or public schools 
and agencies 
would 
also be 
charged. 
The 
original 
draft 
would have charged the fee to 
those using the sewers now. 
The ordinance excludes resi­ 
dents living in areas where the 
sewers are operated by Ross 
Valley or Corte Madera Sani­ 
tary Districts.

Eubanks, who savs that a girl 
would be wise to contact her 
florist two months or six weeks 
before wedding bells ring. 


FOR FLOWERS must he pro­ 
vided for the wedding party— 
bride and 
bridesmaids’ 
bou­ 
quets. corsages for mothers, 
grandmothers, the organist and 
soloist, 
boutonnieres for the 
bridegroom, 
best 
man 
and 
groomsmen, as well as flowers 
for the church and reception. 
Says Mrs. Eubanks, “ It is im­ 
portant not only that the prop­ 
er flowers are chosen but also 
that they correspond and be­ 
long together. We are also con­ 
cerned with how they will look 
from the side as the wedding 
party comes down the aisle.” 
After contacting the florist 
for an appointment, the pros­ 
pective bride should come for 
the consultation with a picture 
or sketch of her wedding dress 
and swatches of the materials 
that will be in her gown and 
those of her bridesmaids and 
the mothers and grandmothers.

Now On Market 


New nylon zippers are now 
being widely manufactured and 
easily available. 
This new concept of the zip­ 
per represents the first major 
change since it was developed 
00 years ago. The new zipper 
substitutes a high precision ny­ 
lon coil for the now familiar 
rows of gleaming metal teeth. 
There are many advantages 
in this new type zipper. It is 
much smaller than the metal 
ones and about half as wide. It 
is so flexible that it can be tied 
and untied: yet it is as strong 
as the metal teeth and with­ 
stands a pulling pressure of 
more than 70 pounds per inch. 
Consumers will ha\e no diffi­ 
culty ;n matching the zipper 
to the color of their dress since 
both the tape and the nylon 
filament can be permanently 
clyed in any color. 
Apart from the smaller size. • 
the most notable feature of the 
zipper is its snag resistance, j 
It closes by meshing two con­ 
tinuous coils of nylon that have 
no sharp edges to catch threads 
or frayed cloth. 
Should the 
zipper catch in clothing, how­ 
ever, it can readily be opened 
at any point, the snag removed, 
and the zipper re-zipped. 
The zipper should be closed 
before washing, dry cleaning, 
ironing or pressing. 
Some consumers have report- : 
rd difficulty with the zipper | 
melting when touched with a ' 
hot iron. Since it is nylon this j 
could happen if too hot a set- 1 
ting were used. The steam set­ 
ting on your iron should be 
safe. If for any reason you are 
using a hotter setting, use a 
press cloth over the zipper. 
Dry cleaning fluids have no ef­ 
fect on the coils.

LOW -DOW N ON HIGH-UP JOBS 
Calling All Girls Seeking News 


About Careers In Flighty Field 


WASHINGTON TPP—This is the time of the year when 
the airlines and the nation’s young women go looking for 
each other. 
The former are seeking new stewardesses * and the 
latter include thousands of newr high school and college 
graduates seeking careers. Yet surprisingly few wind up 
with the airlines— mainly because the airlines do not have 
the personnel to do much recruiting among schools. 
Industry officials believe more girls would be interest* 
ed in flight careers if they had a better idea of what is 
involved in the way of requirements, opportunities and 
training. 
The following questions and answers present a thor­ 
ough picture: 
Q. W hat qualifications are needed? 
A. They vary somewhat from airline to airline, but in 
general a stewardess applicant should be between 20 and 
26, height 5'6" to 5'9", weight 105 to 140, vision 20/50 un­ 
corrected. A high school diploma is required by all carriers 
and some college education and/or business experience 
always is welcome although not essential. Personality, neat­ 
ness and attractiveness count more than beauty alone. 
Q. How do I apply? 
A. Any airline ticket office can tell you where and 
how to apply to a specific airline; the Air Transport Asso­ 
ciation. 1000 Connecticut Ave,, N.W., Washington, D.C., 
will be happy to send a list of all airlines. 
Q. How about these correspondence schools for stew- 
ardess training? 
A. Airline officials say you’d be wasting your time, 
along with $400 to $600. Even if you take such a course, 
you still would have to take regular airline training. The 
federal government has started cracking dowm on corres­ 
pondence schools which offer guaranteed employment after 
completing the course. One school, only a few weeks ago, 
was found guilty of mail fraud. Keep one thing in mind. 
The best stewardess training available is that offered by 
the airlines themselves. 
And it is free. 
Q. Which airline offers the best opportunity? 
A. They’re all pretty much the same. The bigger ones 
are more glamorous, but don’t discount the advantages of 
flying for the small local service carriers. The latter are 
more informal, sometimes more fun. and usually they are 
easier to work for because they don’t go in for elaborate 


meal and beverage service. Remember, too, that seniority 
counts with stewardesses as well as with pilots — don’t 
expect to grab a plush New York-Los Angeles non-stop trip 
the day you graduate. Chances are you’ll get something 
more like a five-stop night coach trip until you acquire 
some experience. 
Q. Can a married woman, divorcee or widow become 
a stewardess? 


A. Most airlines will take only single girls. Some have 
allowed stewardesses to continue flying after marriage If 
their husbands fly for the same airline, 
but none will 
accept a married applicant. 
A few will hire widows or 
divorcees without children but you would have to check 
each airline as to policy. 
Q. How long does training last and Is it tough? 
A. Training lasts from three to six weeks, depending 
on the individual airline. The local service carriers usually 
have shorter courses because their cabin service is not as 
fancy as the major carriers. But no matter what airline 
you go with, don’t expect any picnic. Training is rough 
and it has to be. The airlines are entrusting the comfort— 
and occasionally even the safety— of as many as 130 pas­ 
sengers to the skill, poise and judgment of a few young 
wromen. 
Q. What Is the expected salary? 
A. It starts around $250 a month and scales up to $465. 
The airline also pays all expenses connected with assigned 
flights. Also to be remembered is that stewardesses get 
considerable time off, particularly after they have been 
flying for two or more years and can bid the more favor­ 
able schedules. 
Q. Is it really a profession to be proud of? 
A. It is the federal government, not the airlines, which 
requires cabin attendants in passenger-carrying aircraft 
The regulation is for the sole purpose of safety; the cabin 
service duties merely complement the chief reason why a 
stewardess must be on every scheduled flight—trained to 
act in any emergency. The job involves some menial tasks, 
occasionally inconvenient working hours and even a few 
unpleasant moments. 
Balanced against the.se infrequent 
drawbacks, however, is the undisputed fact that th® 
stewardess has become a vital and necessary part of com­ 
mercial aviation. The wings pinned on your chest gradua­ 
tion day are to be worn with pride.

Where should I draw the line 
(the hemline, that is>?”

DEAR MISS K.M. 
Perhaps your skirts are too 
long to be “ in fashion’’—but 
how about their length in re­ 
gard to your own height, your 
general build, your leg shape 
and finally, your age? There 
are many factors to be consid­ 
ered before snipping off your 
hemline, so do consider the 
pitfalls before wielding your 
scissors or investing in altera­ 
tions. 
Re as careful about choosing 
your hem level as you are 
about selecting a hair style.

straight skirt, take a few' steps 
and notice the up-creeping dis-j 
tance in walking before mak-j 
ing your final decision about 
where your hemline should 
rest. 
If your straight skirt also 
needs tapering for a more flat­ 
tering fit, be sure to sit down 
before making your hemline 
decision, for too-close tapering 
also sends the hem riding up.

Do vegetarians live longer, 
healthier lives than people who 
eat fish and meat?

Is it healthier to eat 
six or seven small meals a day ] 
rather than two or three big­ 
ger ones? Can a tiny vitamin 
pill taken once a day provide; 
a measure of protection against I 
infection?

These are but a few of the 
questions for which science j 
has been seeking answers. But 
as so often happens in re­ 
search, scientists must learn 
first to ask the questions in 
their proper form before the 
answers can be meaningful. 


FOR INSTANCE, at a recent 
symposium on nutrition and 
dental 
health, 
one 
of 
the 
speakers challenged science to 
learn more about some compli­ 
cated chemical actions of cer­ 
tain minerals in the living pro­ 
cesses of teeth. He suggested 
that we will not be able to I 
solve the riddle of tooth decay 
until we know precisely what 
happens 
in 
the 
half-living, 
half-dead world of dentine and 
enamel and how reactions are 
affected by exceedingly tiny 
amounts of minerals and vi­ 
tamins. 


Take another example. Med­ 
ical scientists who compare the 
kinds of disease found in dif­ 
ferent 
parts 
of 
t he 
world 
know that certain types of 
cancer are virtually unknown 
among certain 
peoples, 
and 
that other types are especially 
prevalent among others. Could 
the 
foods these 
people 
eat 
have something to do 
with 


their susceptibility or immu* j 
nity to various forms of can­ 
cer? 


Thus far science has waged 
a 
r a t h e r 
successful 
war 
against infectious disease by 
using 
man-made 
synthetic 
drugs, naturally occurring an­ 
tibiotics, 
and 
painstakingly 
formulated vaccines. But many 
leading experts in the field of 
immunology believe that, in 
the near future, ways will be 
found to increase the body's 
natural resistance to infection. 
It is known, for instance, that 
vitamin intake and the body's 
production of hormones both 
play a leading role in metabo- 
ism (the rate at which the body 
uses up raw materials to sup­ 
ply energy and build tissue). 
But the rate at which these 
processes occur can make a 
person easy prey to germs that 
might 
not 
normally 
bother 
him 
or, 
conversely, 
protect 
him 
against 
virulent 
infec­ 
tions. 


PSYCHIATRISTS 
S T11) V- 
ING tlie mind believe that man 
may not need the amount of 
sleep most of us seem to re­ 
quire. that it may be possible 
to set our systems for four or 
five hours sleep nightly, and 
that certain enzymes, proteins 
and vitamins may effect this 
change.

speculations, a number of re­ 
searchers are engaged in more 
mundane pursuits.

Los A ngeles iUPP— Dr. Ralph 
Richardson is a rather unusual 
figure in the world of educa­ 
tion. 
He has made the leap 
from the classroom to elective 
public office as president of the 
Los Angeles Board of Educa­ 
tion. 
Now h e ’s deep in a battle for 
a bigger office— that of state 
superintendent of public in­ 
struction. 
The state job is labeled “non- 
partisan’’— but it has strong 
partisan political undertones. 
Richardson personally is a 
Democrat and he spent nine 
months as an adviser on edu­ 
cational and other matters on 
the staff of Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown in 1958. 
H e’s frank in discussing the 
partisan political aspects of the 
Ju n e 5 primary election in 
which he was the front-runner 
with a plurality but not a m a­ 
jority. As a result he must face 
the No. 2 prim ary man, Dr. 
Maxwell Rafferty, former su­ 
perintendent of schools at La 
Canada, in the November final 
election. 
In the months to come be­ 
fore November, he said, “I 
hope to conduct a hard-hit­ 
ting but clean campaign on 
the issues— quality education 
for our children and noth­ 
ing else. I hope my opponent 
abides by the same ideals.” 
Richardson is on leave from 
University of California at Ix>s 
Angeles as associate professor 
of English and speech. Words 
com e easily to his lips. He is 
not the oratorical type in a

normal conversation, however. 
His voice is soft and modulated 
but carries well. 
At 42, he is a vigorous, six 
foot, four-inch, athletic ap­ 
pearing figure. He likes the 
outdoors. 
Steelhead fishing 
is one of his favorite pas­ 
times. 
On trips throughout 
the state he frequently pilots 
a private plane in which, 
he said, “ I have a small in­ 
terest.” 


He has a shock of brown hair 
— cut short but not quite a 
crew-cut— with a gray forelock 
He wears the ra the r rumpled 
clothes of an academician. 
Richardson is against any 
immediate radical changes— 
either forward or backward 
— in public school education.

On the subject of reading 
ability— the 
target 
of 
some 
loud 
and 
widespread 
harsh 
| criticism— he has a specific re ­ 
medial plan. 
“ If a child e n t e r s the 
fourth grade as a non read­ 
er,” he said, “ we should de­ 
clare a crisis in his educa­ 
tion. If need he, we should 
interrupt his curriculum and 
study his problem from all 
angles. 


Richardson described read­ 
ing as “the mother subject,” ex- 
| plaining, “little learning pro­ 
ceeds without the sound abil­ 
ity to read.” 
“ Non-readers,” h e c o n ­ 
tinued, “ often turn out to be 
delinquents, and, in the fu­ 
ture, 
criminals. 
Thev 
be­ 


come frustrated with school. 
Thev drop out and become 
delinquents n r u n e m p l o y - 
ables. I feel it is sounder to 
invest in good education than 
in future social welfare or 
penal programs.” 


He said that one of his own 
sons was once a non-reader but 
through an intensified program 
in a special school at UCLA, j 
he caught up with and passed 1 
his age group in a matter of 
months. 
Richardson and his wife, the 
former Mary Louise 
Porter, i 
have four children, all, like 
their dad, alliteratively named: 
Riley, 17; Randal, 13; Roxanne. 
12, and Rafe, 11. 


Richardson has had a wide! 
variety of teaching experienoe.! 
A native of Kansas, he was 
graduated in 1940 from Uni­ 
versity of Kansas where he ma­ 
jored in the teaching fields of 
English and mathematics. 
In 1944, he received a master 
of arts degree in speech and 
educational psychology f r o m 
Pennsylvania State University. 
He got his doctorate in Am eri­ 
can h i s t o r y and speech at 
Northwestern in 1950. 


Richardson wants the state 
board to remain in control of 
texts f o r s c h o o l d i s t r i c t s 
throughout the state— an issue 
in the campaign. He said the 
texts 
have 
improved 
during 
the 
past 
two 
years, 
partly 
through his activities in Sac­ 
ramento. 


Dr, Maxwell Rafferty is a 
career 
school 
administrator 
who had served in relative ob­ 
scurity for 22 years in Califor­ 
nia’s public education system. 
Raffprty’s total in the June 
5 primary, his first attempt at 
public 
office 
was 
641,803 
Richardson had 705,330— a dif­ 
ference of 63,522 votes. 
This is a nonpartisan office 


but Richardson is definitely 
the candidate of the Democrat­ 
ic Party and Republicans gen­ 
erally lean to Rafferty. 


Rafferty describes himself 
as “an Eisenhower Republi­ 
can.” He has been labeled 
a right-wing extremist— but 
this he denies. He savs he is 
a dedicated school adminis­ 
trator and he wants to do 
away with the frills in edu­ 
cation. 
Rafferty. 43, became a state 
and indeed a national figure 
last year when he took the job 
of superintendent of schools at 
La Canada, a Los Angelei sub­ 
urb. On that occasion, he made 
a speech titled “The Passing 
of the Patriot.” 
It was a call to a renewal of 
traditional 
American 
ideals, 
and it won Raffertv a George 
Washington honor medal from 
the Freedoms Foundation at 
Valley Forge. 
In what was apparently a 
grass roots movement sep­ 
arate groups of citizens in 
Northern and Southern C ali­ 
fornia pursuaded him to run 
for the office of state super­ 
intendent of public instruc­ 
tion. 
“ I didn’t want to run,” said 
Rafferty in an interview’, “ But 
now I'm glad I did. I had just 
accepted the best job 1 ever 
had in my life. . .at La Canada. 
But 1 felt I had to try to raise 
the ceilings on public educa­ 
tion. We've got to change the 
pragmatic philosophy of edu­ 
cation on the state level.” 


Rafferty, 
a 
scholar 
and 
writer who won his block 
“ C” as a rugby player at I ni- 
versity of California at Los 
Angeles, stresses w h a t he 
calls “education of the whole 
child. 
He himself is a rather rare 
combination of athlete and in­ 
tellectual In his early days as 
a 
school 
administrator, 
he

coached 
high school football 
arid track teams in Southern 
California’s Mojave Desert. 
Rafferty is a kind of “states' 
rights” man. He believes that 
local 
elementary 
school 
dis­ 
tricts should be given the au­ 
thority— w’hich they once had— 
to buy their own text books 
on the “open, competitive mar- 
| ket.” 
“High school districts do this 
and their hooks are demonstra­ 
bly superior,” he said. “Selec­ 
tion of books by state for local 
elementary schools shows the 
effects of any monopoly 
in­ 


efficiency and extravagance.” I 
If elected state superinten­ 
dent. he said, ‘‘I would over- | 
haul the curriculum. I don’t j 
think this has been done for 
17 years. 
I 
would eliminate 
some 
terms in use— the so-called 
social studies which are his 
torv and geography. T h e v 
now use the phrase language 
arts’ 
instead 
of 
‘engiish.’ I 
Why not call it ‘engiish?’ ” I 
On his charges of extrava-j 
gance in selection of state-ap-' 


i proved books for elementary 
i schools. Raffertv said. “They’ve 


been burning books. The Stat® 
Department of Education has 
been printing books merrily 
on. There's a rule that any 
unused books must be burned. 
As a result, millions of dollars 
are going up in smoke. This 
would not happen if local dis­ 
tricts were allowed to purchase 
their own books." 


On the subject of whether 
reading teaching techniques— 
a controversial question— a r • 
effective, he said: 


“The State Department of 
Education has paid lip ser­ 
vice to 
phonics.’ We older 
persons learned our words by 
syllables — ’phonics.* 
Take 
the word ‘monkey*— we di­ 
vided it into two syllables— 
nuing-ki with a long I at the 
end. 


“ Good teachers have al­ 
ways used phonics even if 
thev had to bootleg the ma­ 
terial 
into 
the 
classroom. 
Don’t get me wrong—phon­ 
ics should be the basis of 
reading but not the exclu­ 
sive basis of whole reading 
although 90 per cen* of child­ 
ren learn best bv this m eth­ 
od.” 


Rafferty has three children 
of his own, two daughters and 
a son— Kathleen. 16, Dennis, 
15, and Eileen. 10. He is mar- 
I ried 
to the former Frances 
Longman. 
He was born in New Orleans, 
La., hut is not a southerner. 
“My parents happened to bo 
traveling and I just showed up 
there,” he said with a laugh. 
He spent most of his boyhood 
in Iowa but went to Beverly 
Hills High School in Southern 
California and got his bachelor 
of arts degree from UCLA in 
1938. Later he received a mas­ 
ter's degree from UCLA and 
got his doctorate in education 
from the University of South­ 
ern California.
